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WATER ELECTION 
SET FOR NOV. 7 

TO VOTt ON $111,000 BONDS 


Voters Will Have Opportunity to Pass 
Upon Purchase of Water Com¬ 
pany’s Property 


Tuesday, November 7, was selected 
by the city trustees last night as the 
date for the special election when the 
voters of Sierra Madre will pass upon 
a bond issue of $111,000 for the pur¬ 
chase of the property of the Sierra 
Madre Water company, and for the 
development of more water. The pur¬ 
chase price originally agreed upon for 
the water company’s holdings was 
$96,000. To this amount will be added 
enough to re-imburse the company for 
development work and improvements 
effected since the price was set. The 
remainder of the $15,000 provided for 
in the bond issue in addition to the 
$96,000 will be used by the city for 
further development and improvement. 

It was at first intended to hold the 
election in October. But it was 
thought best to defer the election a 
little to allow a number of voters to 
register so they can vote on the ques¬ 
tion. The law requires that their 
names must be on the register at 
least 30 days prior to an election. Con¬ 
sequently all who have not registered 
should do so on or before October 7 
if they wish to vote at this election. 
N. H. Hosmer is the registration of¬ 
ficer for this precinct and may be 
found at his residence any evening. 
Those who voted at the last general 
election need not register again this 
year. 

Aside from the adoption of the spe¬ 
cial election ordinance nothing was 
done by the trustees last evening ex¬ 
cept routine work.

“Yes, that’s so,” remarked the man 
with him. “We got a telegram re¬ 
cently from some railroad crossing in 
Arizona saying that a woman and her 
daughter, whom we supposed to be 
twenty-five hundred miles away, 
would reach Pasadena ‘this evening.’ 
No mention of railroad or time or any¬ 
thing else. My wife and I cancelled an 
important engagement and spent the 
afternoon and evening well into the 
night meeting trains and street cars 
and telephoning and losing flesh. Wo¬ 
men are the worst offenders, but they 
all do it more or less.” 


ATTEMPT TO KILL IS CHARGED 


H. Vogel Blames Discharged Employe 
For Bullet Which Came Too 
Close For Comfort 


H. Vogel had a bad scare Thursday 
morning when a bullet went whizzing 
past his ears and he saw the man 
who had apparently fired it at him 
jump into the brush 40 or 50 feet 
away from him. He blamed Joe Ro¬ 
many, whom he had just discharged 
from his employ, for attempting his 
life as a measure of revenge. Con¬ 
sequently the latter is locked up in 
jail at Pasadena under a felony charge, 
in default of $500 bail required by 
Justice McDonald. ,„ 

Vogel, who is building a magnificent 
home on an elevated bench near the 
Sturtevant Trail northeast of town, 
had employed the man who gave his 
name as Romany, for several days but 
found him unsatsfactory. Thursday 
morning he discharged him and Ro¬ 
many took his blankets and other be¬ 
longings and departed from the place. 
A little later Vogel had occasion to 
go down the road and before he had 
gone far was startled by the sound 
of a shot and the whizzing of a bul¬ 
let close to him. Turning quickly he 
claims to have seen the discharged 
man hiding in the brush but a short 
distance away. Being unarmed he beat 
a hasty retreat to the house from 
which he telephoned Marshal Udell 
concerning the occurrence. Several of 
his employes also started immediately 
in pursuit of the man. One of them, 
in company with Udell, found him near 
the feed yard on Lima street, where 
the marshal took him into custody 
against voluable protests. 

Upon being brought to the city hall 
where Vogel soon arrived Romany de¬ 
nied having shot at all or having even 
had a revolver. Later he admitted 
having a gun, and said he had tried 
to see if it was in working order by 
shooting at a tree. He said he could 
show’ the mark on the tree to prove his 
statement, but denied in very broken 
English having shot at Vogel. 

Recorder Peny decided that the case 
was a proper one for the county offi¬ 
cers to handle, so a deputy was sum¬ 
moned from Constable Newell’s office 
in Pasadena to take the man in 
charge. While awaiting his arrival 
Marshal Udell, Homany and one or 
two others accompanied Vogel in his 
auto to the scene of the shooting. At 
the point designated by Vogel they 
found tracks in the dust where some 
man had kneeled behind a clump of 
brush, and nearby were dust prints in¬ 
dicating that a blanket roll tied with 
rope had been thrown down there. 
The tree at which Romany claimed 
to have fired was also inspected and half 
a dozen bullet marks were found, some 
old and some new’. 

Vogel accompanied Romany and the 
deputy constable to Pasadena where 
a hearing was held immediately before 
Justice McDonald and the trial set 
for next Tuesday.

QUALIFICATIONS OF RANGERS 


Many Recruits Needed for Forest Ser¬ 
vice to Be Tried Out 


The Civil Service Commission w’ill 
hold an examination for Assistant For¬ 
est Ranger on October 23-24, 1911. The 
U. S. Department of Agriculture esti¬ 
mates that 400 e'igibles will be needed 
during the field season of 1912. As¬ 
sistant Forest Rangers are paid an en¬ 
trance salary of $1,100 per annum. 

The examination will be held at Na¬ 
tional Forest headquarters in Alaska, 
Arizona, Arkansas, California, Colo¬ 
rado, Florida, Idaho, Kansas, Minne¬ 
sota, Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, New’ 
Mexico, Oklahoma, Oregon, South Da¬ 
kota, Utah, Washington and Wyoming. 
No examination will be held in Michi¬ 
gan. 

The law requires that, when practic¬ 
able, Forest Rangers must be quali¬ 
fied citizens of the State or Territory 
in which the National Forest on which 
they are appointed is situated. Since 
the list of local eligibles must be ex¬ 
hausted before eligibles residing in 
other states can be appointed, the 
chance of citizens of outside states 
who go to the National Forest states 
and take the examination to secure an 
appointment is small. 

The requirements and duties of For¬ 
est Rangers are thus described in “The 
Use Book,” which contains the regu¬ 
lations and instructions for the use of 
the National Forests: 

“A ranger of any grade must be thor¬ 
oughly sound and able-bodied, capable 
of enduring hardships and performing 
severe labor under trying conditions. 
He must be able to take care of him¬ 
self and his horses in regions remote 
from settlement and supplies. He 
must be able to build trails and cabins, 
ride, pack and deal tactfully with all 
classes of people. He must know 
something of land surveying, estimat¬ 
ing and scaling timber, logging, land 
laws, mining and the livestock business. 

“On some Forests the ranger must 
be a specialist in one or more of these 
lines of work. Thorough familiarity 
with the region in which he seeks em¬ 
ployment, including its geography and 
its forest and industrial conditions, is 
usually demanded, although lack of 
this may be supplied by experience in 
similar regions. 

“The examination of applicants is 
along the practical lines indicated 
above, and actual demonstration, by 
performance, is required. Invalids 
seeking light out-of-door employment 
need not apply. Experience, not book 
education, is sought, although ability 
to make simple maps and write intelli¬ 
gent reports upon ordinary Forest 
business is essential. 

“For duty in some parts of Arizona 
and New’ Mexico the ranger must know’ 
enough Spanish to conduct forest busi¬ 
ness w’ith Mexicans. 

“Where saddle horses or pack horses 
are necessary in the performance of 
their duty, rangers are required to own 
and maintain them. The Forest Ser¬ 
vice furnishes no personal or horse 
equipment. 

“Rangers execute the w’ork of the 
National Forests under the direction of 
Supervisors. Their duties include pa¬ 
trol to prevent fire and trespass, esti¬ 
mating, surveying, and marking tim-

The examination will consist of 
questions regarding the use of the For¬ 
est, supplemented by field tests to 
show the applicant’s fitness to do the 
actual work of a ranger. Education 
and experience will be rated on the an¬ 
swers to the questions on these sub¬ 
jects in the application form and on 
the applicant’s use of English in the 
written test. Horses for the tests in 
riding and packing will be provided by 
the Forest Service. 

The examination is under the con¬ 
trol of the Civil Service Commission, 
and not of the Forest Service. Infor¬ 
mation in detail regarding it, including 
the names of the places at which it 
will be held, will be Sent to anyone 
applying to the United States Civil 
Service Commission, Washington, D. C.

the progressive side. Under the ordi¬ 
nary conditions of politics the differ¬ 
ence between candidates in the same 
party is merely the difference between 
individuals; and when the convention 
has voted, all may consistently get to¬ 
gether and shout for the winner. This 
case, however, is by no means so sim¬ 
ple, for the difference is one of policy 
rather than personality, and with men 
of the progressive stamp policy is all- 
important. It is not strange then that 
the conscientious voter who has al¬ 
ways reckoned himself a party man 
is troubled and confused and doubt¬ 
ful as to which way consistency should 
carry him. 

What is the exact spot at which loy¬ 
alty to party crosses the line of right 
and reason and becomes disloyalty to 
true citizenship? Plainly it is when a 
man votes contrary to his judgment 
and conscience for a candidate whose 
election he believes will injure the 
country, and against the one whose 
election he believes will benefit the 
country. The individual must determ¬ 
ine for himself as best he may out of 
the facts before him which is best for 
the country, but if he is a reasoning 
man he will not allow the mere per¬ 
sonality of the candidates to settle the 
question. Nor will he consider only 
the policies they profess. If he goes 
into the issue with thoroughness he is 
bound to regard their affiliations and 
backing, which is only another way of 
saying “party.” He will recognize, 
moveover, that under the system of 
government through parties that has 
grown up in this country his vote is 
quite as much for a party as it is for 
a candidate. 

There is room for wide divergence of 
opinion as to the value of party in 
public affairs or the value of any par¬ 
ticular party in a given set of circum¬ 
stances. Some men stay out of parties 
entirely, and at the other extreme are 
men who will stay in the party no 
matter whom it nominates or what 
principle it adopts. Between these 
there is every shade of membership; 


but the average party man is one who 
will vote for the candidate irrespective 
of whether he favored his nomination 
or not, provided the platform and the 
candidate’s professions contain noth¬ 
ing that is directly contrary to his 
intimate beliefs. And if he has been 
voting with his party for some time 
he admires and loves it and believes 
in its patriotism and fidelity, and he 
entertains a natural and pardonable 
distrust of the opposing organization. 

Will men of the type last described 
who are also progressive be likely to 
leave the party here in California, in 
the event that Taft is nominated, and 
support the Democratic nominee, as¬ 
suming that the latter is of the pro¬ 
gressive order—Woodrow Wilson, for 
example? 

We entirely agree with Judge Works 
that they will not and they need not. 
Wb are not speaking, understand us, 
of independents nor of those who mere¬ 
ly vote with the party and have no 
sentiment of membership in it. To 
them the argument that Taft with all 
his shortcomings and changes of front 
can be preferred to the clear-headed 
and courageous Wilson because the 
former represents a party that is, as 
a whole, facing in the right direction 
and will soon finish cleaning house 
and get right on everything, whereas 
the latter is dependent on a party that 
has only a vague idea where it is real¬ 
ly "at” on anything—this argument 
we say may not be convincing with 
independents, but it will appeal to 
Republicans and will hold the great 
majority of them in line. 

Of course it takes something more 
than the votes of the regular and ha¬ 
bitual adherents of a party to elect a 
candidate. It needs the addition of in¬ 
dependents and of those but lightly at¬ 
tached to the party; and by what sort 
of persuasion the Taft faction counts 
on the winning of these people is some¬ 
thing of a mystery. Or perhaps they 
would rather attend a funeral where 
the corpse is of their own selection 
than a triumphal procession where 
they have to walk in the ranks. That, 
however, is not the question before 
the house. 

The renomination of Taft will not of 
itself establish the Republican party 
as a reactionary organization, and the 
fight for its emancipation from the 
special interests will go on just the 
same. And the aid of all progressives 
is needed inside the party for the suc¬ 
cess of this great struggle. 


UNFAIR CHARGE RESENTED 

In some printed literature sent to all 
Sierra Madre voters from anti-suffrage 
headquarters the charge is made that 
“tactics that would put the old-time 
ward heeler to blush” were employed in 
securing the indorsement of suffrage by 
the Long Beach convention of the State 
Federation of Woman’s Clubs. As the 
session that passed the resolution re¬ 
ferred to was presided over by the 
president of the federation, Mrs. R. J 
Waters, and as our own Mrs. J. A. Os¬ 
good was in charge of the procedure as 
parliamentarian, any charge of unfair 
ness is of interest locally. Free debate 
was invited at every stage, and the 
on’y woman declared out of order was 
a prominent anti-suffragist who began 
speaking on the indorsement of the 
suffrage amendment when the consti 
tutionality' of the resolution was the 
subject before the convention. The 
resolution was carried by so large a 
majority that no division of the house 
was called for. The Mothers’ Con¬ 
gress, meeting in convention the fol 
lowing week in Long Beach, indorsed 
woman suffrage without a dissenting 
voice.

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DANGER from cyanide 


Pasadena Incident Shows Necessity 
for Greatest Care 


No doubt 
about it 


While the use of such a powerful 
reagent as cyanide in the fumigation 
of citrus scale is necessarily attended 
with some danger there is no need for 
any one to be frightened while the 
fumigators are at work. However, the 
following article from the Pasadena 
Star shows the necessity for the great¬ 
est of care on the part of persons in 
the neighborhood as well as on the part 
of the fumigators: 

Wth her horse dead, Mrs. R. W. 
Scoville of 1645 San Pasqual road, was 
driven from her home late last night, 
with her five-year-old granddaughter, 
by deadly fumes from her orange 
grove, w'here fumigators were at work. 
She abandoned the house upon the ad¬ 
vice of Dr. A. E. Windsor, the veterin¬ 
arian who was called in to treat the 
horse. 

Men had come early in the evening 
to fumigate the orchard with cyanide 
gas. Tents were stretched over the 
trees and the work started. 

Mrs. Scoville says she went into the 
orchard to see the work started, but 
was nearly overcome by the escaping 
fumes and hurried into the house, clos¬ 
ing the doors and windows. A few 
minutes later the fumigators notified 
her that her horse was suffering from 
the effects of the fumes. Mrs. Scoville 
immediately telephoned to a veterinary 
surgeon, but as he was far from home 
on another case, it was some time be¬ 
fore he arrived. When he reached the 
place the horse was dead. 

After finding he could do nothing 
for the horse, the surgeon. Dr. A. E. 
Windsor, warned Mrs. Scoville and 
her granddaughter that it might be un¬ 
safe for them to remain at the house, 
and advised them to spend the night at 
the home of a neighbor. This they

“I found the horse dead,” said Dr. 
Windsor. “While there is, of course, 
no absolute certainty as to the cause, 
it is more than probable that he died 
from the effects of the fumes. I 

could smell the cyanide fumes plainly 

and the condition of the animal’s blood 
practically proved that he had died 
from the fumes. 

"Mrs. Scoville and her granddaugh¬ 
ter certainly were in danger. I ad¬ 
vised them to stay away from the 

house during the night. The effect 
upon them, if they had remained, 

would probably have been the same 
as that upon the horse.”

DIVIDEND IS DECLARED
